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Overview

What is FILES 2000 Database Rebuilder

The FILES2000 Database Rebuilder is a Visual Basic application designed to provide the
FILES2000 administrator with a ssmple way to rebuild a corrupt FILES2000 network database.

Purpose

This utility will rebuild the FILES2000 network database. Key datainformation is retrieved
from each image and used to rebuild the database. Key definition data that describes the keys
used for each document type is copied from the administrator's local FILES2000 database, or
from a backup copy of the database.

Installation

This utility program must be installed on the FILES2000 administrator's PC in the same
directory as the FILES2000 application. It must have access to the images to be indexed viaa
mapped or local drive and path. It must aso have accessto alocal FILES2000 database or
backup copy of the database that contains all of the document type definitions for this
FILES2000 site.

Introduction

The dialog box shown below controls the operation of this utility. The copy shown below shows
how the menu looks after restoring a database. Initially, you will see only the command buttons
on the left side. The other information will appear as you click on each button. The general
mode of operation isto click on the command buttons in order, from top to bottom. In fact, most
of the buttons will be disabled until you have completed the previous functions. Also, in most
cases, you can not go back and repeat a step, so usually the buttons will become disabled after
you complete afunction.

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Login Procedures

Login Process

When the application is started the user must Login to obtain access to the rebuilding process of
the FILES2000 network database. The application searches for the FILES2000.INI file to obtain
specific information required by the application. The password utilized to access this application
is the same password that is used by the administrator with the FILES2000 application.

Locating INI File

If the FILES2000.INI file cannot be located the “ Error Locating FIL ES2000.INI File”
message box will be displayed. The user can select the Y es button to search for the INI file, or
select the No button to exit the application.

If the user selected the Y es button, the “ L ocating FIL ES2000.INI File” dialog box will be
displayed. The user should locate the INI file and select the file. After selecting thefile, the user
should select the Open button to process this action.

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Locate Administrator's Database Procedures

Locate Administrator's Database

This process allows the administrator to locate the administrator’ s database to utilize as the basis
for creating a new network FILES2000.MDB. When the administrator selects the L ocate
Administrator’s Database button, a dialog box will be displayed for the user to select the
database file to be utilized to create a new FILES2000 network database. Thiswill normally be
the location of the local FILES2000 network database on the administrator’s PC. The dialog box
should default to this location based on information in the administrator’ s INI file.

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Locate Database Dialog

The user has the ability to select the FILES2000.MDB from the directory displayed or may select
adifferent directory location for the FILES2000.MDB location. After selecting the database file
the user will select the open button to complete the file location process. The selected database
must contain al of the document type definitions for thissite. When the Open button is selected
the Locate Administrator’s Database button becomes inactive and the L ocate FI L ES2000

Locate FILES2000 Images

This process allows the user to locate the file images to rebuild the network FILES2000.MDB.
The user selects the L ocate FI L ES2000 I mages button and a dialog box will be displayed for
the user to select the location of the image files that will be used to create atable of imagesin the
new FILES2000 network database. Thiswill normally be the network location where all the
images are stored. The dialog box should default to the correct location based on information in
the administrator’s INI file.

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Locate Images Dialog

The user should select one of the image files from the directory displayed or may select a
different directory location for the image files location. After selecting an image file, the user
will select the Open button to complete the image file location process. When the Open button
is selected the L ocate FIL ES2000 | mages Database button becomes inactive and the Retrieve
I mage K eys button becomes active. A message will be displayed showing the location of the
path for the image files and a count of the image filesin that directory will be displayed.

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Retrieve Image Key Procedures

Retrieve Image Keys

This process will rebuild the FILES2000 network database by importing key data from the
images that were selected and the table information obtained from the Administrator’ s Database.
This database will be created on the administrator’ s machine for copying up to the network
database location.

Select Retrieve Image Keys Button

After the user selects the Retrieve Image K eys a progress bar will be displayed indicating the
process of the FILES2000 database rebuilding. After the processis complete the Retrieve

I mage K eys button will become inactive and the L ocate Networ k Database button will become
active. This process may take several minutes or several hours based on the number of images,
network speed, and workstation processor speed.

Locate Network Database Procedures

Locate Network Database

This process will allow the user to select the location for saving the FILES2000 network
database. This should be the location where the network database is located for the FILES2000
application. After the user selects the L ocate Networ k Database button, a message box will be
displayed giving the user three options.

1. Select the Yesbutton to utilize the location displayed in the message for the network database. Thisis

the default location from the INI file.
2. Select the No Button to display a dialog box to manually locate the network database.
3. Select the Cancel button to exit the application.

Create New Network Database

This process allows the user to copy the newly created database to the location of the network
database for use by the users.

Select Create New Network Database Button

After the user selects the Create New Networ k Database button, it becomes inactive and a
message is displayed “New Database Created.”
